Further on ho aslted: "Did any one 


over hear of the Citizens' alliance pro- 
ceeding against tlie coal trust when 
It threatened to close the mines of 
tho independent operators by refus- 
ing to give them railway cars simply 
because some independent^ operators 
had granted an eight hour day to their, 
firemen in tho strike one year ago? 
Moreover, has this great Citizens' al- 
liance attempted to prevent tho Ille- 
gal efforts that the coal corporations 
arc making to cause' the defeat'of 
every candidate for membership;.In 
the legislature of Pennsylvania who 
advocated or favored labor measures 
Iri the last session?" 


In conclusion he said: "In all my 


"xperienco In the labor movement I 
have never participated In a strike In 
which I felt so confident of success. 
If our membership will stand, as I 
know they will. In the not very dis- 
tant future they will achieve a vic- 
tory and settle for all time the right 
of coal miners to receive for honest 
labor and unremitting toll at least a 
mifflclcnt wage to enable them to live, 
maintain and educate their families, 
and enjoy a few of the pleasures or 
our civilization." 


Will Enter Politics. 


Tho 
convention adjourned after 


passing resolutions declaring that tho 
miners will encourage men from their 
ranks to become candidates for the 
legislature in order to ontaln legis- 
lation which shall Improve their con- 
dition. 
. The miners have 100,000 voters In 
tho anthracite region. If there is no 
labor party formed the candidates who 
are now entering the field for the min- 
ers will run independently. 


The laws that tho miners will strive 


to have passed are: An eight hour 
working 'day net; an act establishing 
tho ton of coal mined and paid for at 
2,240 pounds; a company liability law 
which snail make the corporations re- 
sponsible for damages In the event 
of jncn being Injured; an act provid- 
ing for the election of mine Inspectors 
by(tho miners instead of by tne whole 
body of voters; nn act providing that 
coal and iron policemen shall be men 
of average moral standing.
